Establish Regional Scholarships,

of our most highly prized traditions, 
namely, that the possession of wealth | 
is never in itself an advantage to a 
man, nor the lack of it a handicap, 
in his university career.

N° matter how deeply peace-loving people 

i’preciate the meaning of the current pro- 
iosal for International disarmament, the potnt 
of it all hardly comes home to any individual until!

of the multipNcation table. The coat of war always 
looms huge and hideous But, as a rule, it seems 
remote from individuals They think of it as a 
burden for nations, a mass weight of a nature to 
be lifted only by some human mass. But resolve 
this great cost into its particles, grind these par- 
ticles through the multiplication table, and al 
the stupendous wastage of war stands clearly 
forth, where every clerk and every tradesman car 
plainly see. Anyone who has ever used a cartridge 
for a target rifle is aware that it costa but little 
A cartridge for a magazine rifle costs only a little 
more Kut war does not deal with cartridges by 
dozens and fifties. It deals with them by millions. 
And it is not to be forgotten that a million rifle 
cartridges are as a drop of water in a epring 
freshet to the number that are shot away in & 
great war. What is thus true tn the case of rifle 
cartridges is all the more impressive in artillery 
ammunition Few people would care, personally, 
to pay the cost of a single shot from a 110-ton 
gun. One such shot. at $800 or more, would de 
enough to satisfy any ordinary individual ambDi- 
tion in that direction Yet governments not only 
pay for multiple shots at that rate, but they pro- 
vide the guns with which the shots are made, ats 
cost, for each gun, of perhaps 100 times what & 
single shot amounts to. And in spite of this great 
outlay, not more than a hundred shots can be 
counted upon, without re-rifling, from any one 
gun So quickly do these engines of war wear 
themselves out and swell the total of war’s wast- 
age. What this means is illuminated by the state- 
ment that a thousand shots from such big guns 
is equivalent to the loss of yearly interest on & 
capital of nearly $f°,000,000. Shortsighted, in- 
deed, are those who stupefy themeselves with the 
notion that nations pay for all this sort of thing.

To explore the extensive north | 
house, which originally must have | 
had more than a thousand rooms, 
and walls of which still stand almost 
three stories high, trenches were 
started simultaneously at the east 
entrance and the west edge of the 
mesa. The western trench was run 
along bed rock and after. passing 
through burials four feet deep, en- 
counterec the foundation walls of an 
early building, the presence of which 
bad not been suspected.

“The will of Louis Schmidt was 
executed March 6, 1929, and he died 
April 27, about six weeks later.

law wife. Neither did he make any 
provisions for her theretn. | 

“Immediately following his death, 
she called upon Judge Holtcamp (of 
the St. Louls Probate Court), intro- 
ducing herself as Lydia Mertens, and 
seeking information about a gratuity 
which she thought Louis 
had left in a safe deposit box for her. | 

Conclusions of Hodgdon. 

“The theory that there was a 
common-law marriage was devel- 
oped after his death. No claim was. 
made by her during the lifetime of 


Louis Schmidt that she was his wife, |§ 


and now that his lips are sealed by. 
death, the marriage relations can 
only be established by the testimony 
of creditable witnesses, showing a 
common-law marriage by publicly 
holding themselves out to be hus- 
band and wife. 

“As no such evidence was offered 
in this case, the conclusion must fo!- 
low that Lydia Mertens was not the | 
wife of Louis Schmidt, and. there- 
fore, that she is not his widow; 
wherefore it is ordered, adjudged and 
decreed that the petition filed by Ly- 
die Mertens under the name of Ly- 
dia M. Schmidt for an allowance be, 
and hereby is, denied."’

A fresh 
example of the menace of German 
competition was given out by the 
Federation of British Industries 
which learned that two big groups 
of German locomotive firms had just 
offered Russia a thousand locomo- 
tives at $65,000 apiece, which is 
$35,000 less than British firms are

locomotives if a trade agreement is 
signed. 

This contract, it is said, is the only

Even the bisulphite liquor is man- 
ufactured in THe Frisune’s mill 
by burning raw sulphur and send- 
ing the resulting gases up high 
towers, down which water trickles 
over masses of limestone.

Developed in the Days ‘‘Befo de Wah 


Former slave, who believes she is 100 years old, has all the char- 
acteristics that enshrined her sort in the hearts of so many 
of the Southern people—Once owned by the father of late 
Martin L. Clardy, she recalls both Mexican and Civil Wars

Born a slave, she does not know how old she is, but she recalls that when she was sold 
by Lawyer Bealt of Ste. Genevieve to the father of the late Martin L. Clardy, she was a woman.- 
grown, while the boy who long afterward became vice president of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad was then 9 years of age.

From all of which she guesses 
she is just about a hundred. 

Events she recalls before fixing tnese’mile stones 
would seem to corroborate her guess. Some time 
before the Mexican War she was taken to Texas by 
her original owners, the Gregoire family of Ste. Gene- 
vieve. Especially did a certain incident of this ex- 
perience impress itself indelibly upon the supersti- 
tious negro mind. 

“Rasmus Gregoire, the eldest son,’ she relates, “went 
to Texas. I don’t know just where, but it was a way 
yander in Texas, where they was a fightin’ Santa 
Ana. And after he had helped whoop old Peg Leg, as 
he was called, Rasmus decided he liked the place and 
sent for his folks to come on. So we all went away 
down the river to New Orleans and then we went on a 
river that ebbs and flows and we traveled in wagons 
and finally we get to where he was. It was a wild 
place and when we wasn't guardin’ off Indians on one 
side we Was quarrelin’ with the Mexicans on the other. 
Olid Peg Leg didn't stay subdued very long, leastwise 
his friends took up his quarre] with the folks that had 
decided to stay there because they liked the place, and 


one day there came word that all us white folks and 


niggers was goin’ to be killed. Well, you know the 
only thing that saved us? We hid in a haunted town. 
lt was an old town that had been there in ancient 
days. There was walls and buildings, but they was all 
petrified and nobody could interpret the words on the 
tombstones. The Mexicans was afraid to come there, 
because it was haunted ground.” 

She recalls, then, returning to Ste. Genevieve and 
recollects, admiringly, young Gregoire drilling a com- 
pany in the streets preparatory to the war with Mex- 
ico, Which was yet to come. 

The Gregoire family went to Dubuque to await the 
outcome of this war. Aunt Susa& became the prop-

Asked who taught her to cook, she said it was old 
Mamselle Gregoire.

The Civil War brought more traveling for her to 
recount now with her nimble tongue. 

“The first I heard about freeing the slaves was when 
Tom Benton came scourin’ around, makin’ speeches. 
Abram Lincoln took dinner at our house one day anda 
Old Master had switches cut ready to drive him off, 
suspectin’ he was a spy, puttin’ devilment in the nig- 
gers’ heads. Thén I remember young Master Billie 
Clardy making his way through the blockade all the 
way from Virginia, where he was at the university, 
and organizin’ the first company that was raised in 
De Soto. 

“Old Master, by that time, was a-gatherin’ his nig- 
gers and his fine stock together and sendin’ us over 
into Arkansas, where we stayed about a year. We saw 
folks in that country that had never seen a stove. 

; The Yankees were always comin’ along persuading our 
Ee niggers to run away. They took our Pomp and a fine, 
oC ins blooded Kentucky mare. 

“t well remember when Gen. Ben McCulloch was killed. What? You don't know who 
Ben McCulloch was?” she exclaimed in astonishment at the ignorance of the present 
generation. “Well, honey, he was a great hero. He was just like Davy Crockett, and folks at 
the big houses was always glad to have him come and stay awhile and tell stories abeut 
the frontier places be and Davy Crockett had been to. ake pe 

“it was a boy that killed McCuilech—shot him while he was sittin’ at his own campfire 
He was lightin’ his pipe and had just brushed the smoke away when the boy leveled bis rifle 
and fired. That was in Arkansas, moet far from where we was. 

“Maybe you don’t know who the Valles were, either?” she queried. “! can remember when 
old Francis Valle was head man at Ste. Gemevieve. And Vital Bogy. I cooked many a meal 
for Vital Bogy. And John Darby. Folks try to tell me now that Mr. Darby was never Mayor 
of St. Louis, but I know he was. He married a Wilkinson, who was a granddaughter of old 
Francie Valle. Ob, I knew all the big folks. 

To test the accuracy of her memory, I looked up the same, John Darby, and found he was 
Mayor of St. Louis in 1835-37 and again in 1840, and Walter B. Stevens’ history, recounting 
= ee of those administrations, remarks: “Darby was a whole civic league in 
ilmsetl. 

“It was Gen. Kitching who drove us out of Arkansas,” she resumed. 

“He was the first man I ever run from. We traveled till we were in Texas agaip, but 
it was another part of Texas.

Bernhardi, well-known Prus- 

sian militarist and author of 
those ante-belum works. “Germany 
and the Next War” and “Modern War.” 
has again broken into print with a 
book entitled “The War of the Fu- 
ture.” Written ostensibly as a tech- 
nical treatise on the lessons learned 
from the world struggle, the book actually anticipates 
a Germany again abie to wage war and a definite pro 
gram for hostilities is outlined. 

The author has gvidently learned nothing frum hap- 
penings since 1914. The chapter dealing with politics 
is the keynote of the book. In this, he advocates the 
same treachery in diplomacy, the same duplicity tn 
dealing with other countrics, the use of intimidation 
and the waging of “préventive” wars that character- 
ized the Potsdam militarists since their organization 
info a definite clique. 

As a revelation of the true inmwardness of the Prus- 
sian military mind, the book is #artling or ludicrous, 
as the reader views it. It has been translated by 'T. A. 
Holt and is published by D. Appleton € Co.. New 
York. > 
HERE is a certain beautiful dream of 
nations living in peace side by side, 
voluntarily imposing restraints uoon 
themselves and recognizing their ob- 
ligation to have regard fof the just 
needs and wishes of other states. It 
is a dream in which the peoples which 
are moraily and intellectually the strongest will be in 
a position to assert themselves as the arbiters of 
culture, even though such a thing is impossible wit»- 
out a more or less autocratic authority which is in- 
compatible with equal rights. : 

“But it is none the less a dream only. As long as 
men remain men, force in its widest sense will deter- 
mine the political and cultural importance of states. 
In the last resort it is the foundation of all intel- 
lectual and moral progress.” 

In these words Gen. Bernhardi,.who for years has 
preached the doctrine of war as a panacea for nll of 
Germany's ills, summarizes his views formed after the 
late world struggle and introduces a book that for 
emazing contradictions occupies a place by itself. 

Commencing with the calm statement that Ger- 
many, before the war, pursued a policy of peace at any 
price, and that it walked blindly into a trap its ene- 
mies had laid for it, only to find itself in a war for 
which the whole world except Prussia had prepared for 
years, his @nthusiasm carries him away to such an 
extent that he forgets his own statements and a imits, 
in his chapter on “Politics and Economics” that Ger- 
many knew the war was coming and prepared for it by 
secret alliances. 

He does not go so far as to openly admit that Cer- 
many started the war. But his description in this 
same chapter of the various steps Germany took shows 
clearly the intentions of the nation. 

In not a single respect does he withdraw from the 
policy he advocated before the war He does wot 


deprecate the lying to friendly nations and the intimi- 


dation of smaller ones. He only regrets that the Ger- 
man militariste and diplomats did not make their job 
complete. He advocates still more treachery and 
“preventive” wars as a means whereby a rehabilitated 
Germany may once more assert itself. 

He does not use vague statements or simply let the 
reader draw inferences as to what he may mean.

We must be quite 
certain that the great mass can never realize logicall) 
what the common welfare means: that it is certainly 
capable of a momentary enthusiasm for some ideal, but 
is never able to pursue that ideal with resolution and 
energy; that it is quite ready to make certain sacri- 
fices, but, generally speaking, has its eve on materia! 
well being only. The statesman who is working for 
the welfare of the whole body politic is not understood 
by the masses and in some circumstances is there- 
fore bound to use force to carry through his plans.” 

Having thus stated himself clearly, he proceeds to 
elaborate his ideas of what Germany must do. He 
confidently expects another war and thinks Germanys 
will be a factor. In a conclusion, in which he sum 
marizes the situation, he says, evidently with the in- 
tent of cheering up those minded like himeelf: 

“I know that a nation of 70,000,000, a number which 
can be appreciably increased when German Anstria

joins us, cannot be oppressed forever or reduced to 
the status of a race of slaves. I know that there will 
be a change in the political sphere also, that there 
will come a moment—and that soon-—-when we shall 
be needed on one side or the other and that this mo- 
ment will be favorable for our resurrection.” 

These selections clearly show the ideals of the book. 
For a masterpiece of perverted reasoning, Chapter V1, 
entitled “The Influence of Politics and Economics” 
deserves a place of its own in literature. Incidentally, 
it shows that self-hypnotism is entirely possible. For. 
in a moral preamble, he writes, speaking of the late 
war: 

“Thus, in the judgment of history, we shall. have 
the glory of having pursued an absolutely honorable 
policy and carried out the ethical teaching of Chris- 
tianity.” , | 

He fails to state wherein the Belgian invasion 
helped to carry out these ethics, but goes on to say 
that policy never attaine its end by itself alone. but 
only because it has force behind it. It can somb- 
times deceive an antagonist as to strength or can 
convince him that the question is not worth fighting 
about. This, he holds, is the true end of diplomacy 

“The main function of diplomacy is to produce or 
maintain that deception while securing one’s own in- 
terests,” be states as an axiom

In italics, to emphagize the point, 
he writes: “In actual fact, it (diplo- 
macy) can attain its ends only when 
it has the backing of a force of which 
the enemy state is afraid.’ 

Evidently believing that this cold 
blooded statement about striving for 
superiority in deception may shock 
even some of his German readers, he 
condones it as follows: 


“That is the general principle and only superficially 
immoral. Of course, it aims primarily either at hood- 
Winking an adversary or a preventive war, but both 
are justified. The né@cessary deception can be se- 
cured without a single untrue statement being made. 
That is just where the art of diplomacy comes in. Prince 
Bismarck Was an adept in this art. He is even now 
without a peer in the realm of great diplomats and 
no one could possibly cal) his actions immora!. The 
preventive war is also justified, because the sacrifices 
which are exacted by a war which was inevitable be- 
cause the adversary intended it, are nothing compared 
with those which will bave to be made if such a war 
is lost.” 

“Preventive” wars, as his title conveys, are wars 
directed against any and every country that seems to 
be gaining strength enough to be a rival to Ger- 
many. The fact that Bismarck deprecated such cause- 
less Wars in his old age is thus pityingly commented 
on by Bernhbardi: 

“It is true that in his ‘Gedanken und Erringerungen,’ 
Prince Bismarck declared himself against preventive 
wars. On the other hand, he wrote this book in his 
old age and his own actions Were inconsistem with 
that expression of opinion. Indeed, his real great- 
ness lies in the contrast. We must not, therefore, be 
afraid of distinguishing between the aging Bismarck 
and the man of action: It is the deeds of the latter 
only which are beacons for the great mans suc- 
Cessors. 4 

Of course, Frederick the Great bas been drawn in 
No Teutonic work is complete without some admir- 
ing references to his qualities. So Frederick is quoted 
approvingly as follows: 

“Negotiations without arms are like notes without 
instruments.” He is undoubtedly right. Bernhardi 
sagely adds, proceeding “Thus the diplomatic game 
alWays turns on real power or the appearance of 
power and he who thinks that success can be secured 
by civic ideals will be bitterly deceived sooner or 
later.” : 

Turning to practical preparations for the next war, 
he Says provision must be made for the necessary 
food supplies and the raw materials. The U-boat 
must be developed to the highest pitch of capacity, 
notwithstanding present peace conditions. He shows 
that this is possible by calling attention to the fact 
that when Germany. in 1806 had solemnly promised 
Napoleon to keep an army of but 40,000 men as a con 
dition of peace, 200,000 men were aciually trained 
under the eyes of the. French garrisons 

Hie comments on the fact that many German ships 
in foreign waters did not have sufficient warning of 
the inception of the late war and urges that precau- 
tions be taken to preven! such a mista ¢ again. He 
gives his country a “power of guod ad‘ice” on the 
need of precautions. 

“Preliminary work must begin early if the prepa- 
rations for war are not to be noticed by the enemy 
Thus, we must not be afraid of making secret prepara- 
tions for war or of beginning it ourselves.’ 

It would be interesting to know whether the author 
endeavors to practice his own ideas of secret diplo- 
macy in some portions of his work for the astounding 
contradictions in his statements are manifest through 
out. In the introduction, for instance. he discusses 
where Germany fell short in certain physical necess' 
ties and material for war. He says on this point: 

“That beavy artillery would play 2 more importan! 
role was expected and within certain limits, allowed 
for. But we did not realize how great that role would 
be. The etrength of fortresses was utterly exag 
gerated, because the power of the hostile artillery was 
underestimated Nor had we foreseen what enormotis 
masses of combatants would have to be cdTied up for 
the World war 

This clearly shows Germany anticipated the e\rug 
gle. Yet. in a few more lines he writes “The policy 
of peace at any price whieh we pursued and our 
wholly baseless confidence that we should be allowed 
to pursue it. had blinded the eves of our leading 
statesmen. 

Then, in his chapters on the technique of the war, 
he calmly describes the siece guns and howitzers pre- 
pared to reduce the forts of Belgium and other friend- 
ly nations—-cuns which were manufactured in secra 
and whose existence was not known to the wre

UST a year ago the Post-Dispatch Sunday Maqa- 
zine published an article by Mr. Young of Me St. 
Louis architectural firm of Eames & Young, im 
which he discussed the possibilities of :ammed 
earth ag a building material. The acute housing sit- 
uation, together with the heavy expense of construc- 
tion work, made the article a timely one.

N VIEW of the fact that economic conditions 
have for the present combined to block all 
manner of construction, any proposed addition 
to the list of building material which may be- 
come generally available should receive thought- 
ful consideration. No known material ts more 
equably distributed by nature over the surface 
of the globe than common earth, but few people now 
believe that in its erude siate it can be made of prac- 
ticable use for building purposes. Modern science has 
ignored the subject and the modern house builder has 
made no use of it whatever, perhaps because manu- 
factured products have heen easy to get and cheap. 
Marth building is a forgutten art, yet history tells of 
its use, extending far back into the early centuries of 
-ivilizagion. In our day, war has forced back again 
into modern life many of-the conditions and cruder 
customs usual only in a more primitive social state, 
and so, perhaps, &@® revival of this ancient practice may 
prove of use in solving some of our new and pressing 
housing -problems. 
Our own cduntry contains (mostly in the Western 
states) many picturesque examples of earth building, 
or “adobe,” made from puddled clay and straw, mold- 
ed into blocks and dried in the sun; these blocks are 
then laid in the wall li-e ordinary masonry. Usually 
‘adobe” walls are covered by a protective coat of 
plaster, although frequently they may be seen stand- 
ing and useful without covering of any kind. 

About one year ago an article appeared in an En- 
elish illustrated journal called The Sphere, which con- 
tained a description of “pise de terre’’ masonry and 
‘laimed that substantial walls could be built by sim- 
ply ramming nearly dry earth between two forms made 
of boards. ‘Ihese forms were described as of standard 
size, about 10 teet long and three feet wide, and when 
tamped full the forms could then be moved along 
horizontally and another eection of wall laid in the 
same manner. Other courses could be laid by placing 
ihe same form on top of that part of the wall already 
built, and the process continued. 

Since the publication of an article on earth walls in 
the Literary Digest some months ago, very many let- 
iers have been received expressing in-

dry earth tamped into “briquette” form, and tested in 
the manner customarilw used in testing cement. These 
specimens developed a tensile strength of from 8 
pounds to 125 pounds per square inch, after six days’ 
seasoning in the form. A test for compression devel- 
oped a strength of 125 pounds ner square inch. Later 
on, a small ‘‘cube” of the earth used in the little build- 
ing just erected, failed under compression at 473 
pounds per square inch, after 42 hours’ scasoning. 

Of course, these tew icsts are of no scientific Value, 
but may serve, perhaps, to indicate the desirability of 
a more thorough investigation of the physical proper- 
tigs of compressed earth by qualified experts. 


But if such walls as these had been successfully used . 


ut one time, they could be in another, and the evi- 
dence seemed to justify the mating of an experiment 
in actual construction at the first opportunity. For- 
tunately, there was little difficulty in persuading the 
superintendent of the David Ranken Jr. School of Me- 
chanical Trades to permit the attempt to ere.:t with 
earth masonry a small building for the storage of oil 
and gasoline on the schoo! premises. While this build- 
ing was to be only 10x13 feet in plan, it must be roofed 
and provided with a door and window, and so would 
possess most of the elements of a larger house. 

This experiment has convinced the author that earth 
may be used successfully for the walls of small dwell- 
ings, for farm buildings, for fences and garden walls, 
or similar purposes—possibly for army cantonments. 
But the application of this or any new system of con- 
struction to actual use will no doubt entail consider- 
able preliminary study of building processes and may 
require some slight modification of the usual forms of 
architectural details. ot 

There are many advantiges that would follow a 
more general use of earth construction, not the least 
of which would be a diminution in our enormous an- 


‘nual waste by fire ayd a supplementary saving in the 


consumption of new lumber--the couniry’s supply of 
which, we are told, is becoming rapidly depleted. Be- 
sides, there would be no wuaste like that in concrete 
construction, for the same wooden forms or boxing 
cas be used for an indefinite time on any building. 
Earth walls, besides being fireproof, afford a very 
efficient protection. against extremes of temperature 
and there may be opportunity for the inventor in Je- 
Vising an equally cheap and effective construction for 
floors and roof. : 


One of our most serious problems gis that of trans- 
portation, which constitutes a large factor in the cost 
of building. Some of this expense is, of course, un- 
avoidable, because certain products such as iron 
pipe, plumbing fixtures, glass, etc., must be used in any 
case. But with earth already on the premises substi- 
tuted for other manufactured materials used in walls, 
a large part of the transportation charges wonld be 
eliminated. 

The possibility of improved artistry in earth build- 
ing seems unlimited. The thicker walls permit wn effect 
of stability now absent in most of our house designs, 
particularly of the cheaper sort and a knowing use 
of color on the plaster covering might give distinction 
to a simple building at tle cost The use of plastic 
decoration with color added, suggests the pospibility 
of an architectural development which might be- 
come distinctively Amb®rican. 

While there may exist at present prejudice against 
the use of earth as a matefial fit only for the dwell 
ings of the very poor, it seems possible that further 
study by architects and engineers might develop 4a 
system of building altogether satisfactory from the 
standpoint of cost, construction, sanitation and es- 
thetics. 

The .writer feels that a single attempt ar carth 
building has not furnished sufficient data for the 
preparation of a real specification, but perhaps a few 
bints derived also from such literature as was avail- 
able may be useful to anyone wishing to undertake a 
similar experiment. 

While in this case a foundation of concrete ex tend- 
ing about eight inches above the surface of the ground 
was used, it is probable that an earth foundation would 
answer as well if thoroughly protected by a water- 
proof coating. 

The earth used in building the walls was obtained by 
grading the site and from the foundation trenches. 
The best results were obtained with a mixture of stiff 
yellow clay and top soil in the proportion approximate- 
ly of one part clay to two parts loam. 


The earth should be free from roots, twigs or veg-- 


etable substances and should contain no lumps of clay 
or gravel larger than will pass through a 1 1-4-inchb 
mesh screen. In tamping the gables, we used earth 
sifted through a one-fourth inch mesh screen, and ob- 
tained a smoother wall. When placed in the form 
the earth should be only slightly damp, and until used 
it should be protected from rain by a shed, tar- 
paulin or other means; it should be placed in the forms 
in thin layers, not more than four inches thick, pressed 
down with the feet and rammed until solid, with a 
wooden rammer, and so on, until the boxing is filled. 
The end of each section of wall should be tamped to 
a slope, Which will form the joint with the next one 
added horizortally; joints in successive courses should 
not fall over those in the lower course. Great force 
is not needed in tamping; a quick, sharp stroke is 
the more effective. Strokes should not be in unison. 
Wood blocks may be placed in the boxing and tamped 
into the earth, to serve as grounds for attachment of 
frames, wainscoting, etc. If the top of one course is 


dry when a second course is laid, it should be slight 
ly sprinkled with water to insure adhesion.

Another, calling 
himself ay “agricultural missionary,” 
writing from Portuguese South Af- 
rica, says that if a practical way of 
building with earth could be found, 
it would solve one of their most se- 
rious problems. Similar letters have 
come from Canada, Mexico and many 
parts of the United States, all tend- 
ing to show a very general desire 
for simpler and less costly methods 
of building than those commonly in 
use,

wall, then the side pieces are lifted 
on and the top yoke quickly pressed 
into place. The steel plates on the 
yoke are slotted and “halved’’ with 
the iron lugs screwed to side pieces 
and hold the top of the form rigidly 
“in place. A block screwed to the top 
of the tie, holds the lower part of the 
‘boxing on one side and a similar 
block on the other end of the tie is 
hinged in order to prevent obstruc- 
tion on extracting the tie from the 
wall. For the same purpose the tie 
is tapered and made in two parts, 
wedged apart at one end. On remov- 
ing the wedge, the parts come to- 
gether sufficiently to permit easier 
passage of the tie through the hole. 
No doubt this device may be im- 
proved. Taking out the ties is the 
only difficult part of the whole pro- 
cess.. When the wall is completed, 
the holes may easily be filled with 
dry earth, tamped in with a hammer 
or mallet, a little water being first 
sprinkled around the edges of the 
hole. Small defects arising from ac- 
cidents may be repaired in the same 
Way.

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George Conklin, veteran showman, gives vivid picture of the rough days 
when rowdies in nearly every town wanted to “lick the circus,” and 
swindles were a part of the regular performance — Close range 
sketches of show owners whose names became household words 
during spectacular. era which has passed 


ORTY years of circus hfe, as seen by a 

shrewd individual who played an important 

« part therein. should make an entertaining 
book. And when the teller is a man who 

appends “Tamer of Lions” to his ngme, like 

an academic degree, and of whom it is no 
eXaggeration to say that his exploits in the 

ring bave thrilled millions, the book should be a classic. 

“The Ways of the (ircens, Being the Memories and 
Adventires of George Conklin, Tamer of § Lions” 
(Harper & Brothers, Publishers), is just that. The 
300 pages of this book (would 
that there were more of them!) 
are ray of the sawdust, clowns 
‘and “rube,” the menagerie, the 
“cook tent,” freaks, fakers and 
“mating parade.” 

Tales of sudden and terrible 
deathe which came to man or 
beast are followed by amusing 
glimpses of famous American 
showmen. In the nexi breath,’ 
perhaps, is told the harrowing 
history of how pink lemonade 
had its origin. The show which, 
with its peanut and concert 
privileges, even had a “clothes- 
line concession,” appears in the 
narrative, with names of the cir- 
cus and the men. 

Indeed, a naivete which now 
andAhen almost paralyzes the 
reader permeates the book and 
is one of its delightful features. 
The circus world have often been 
called children, and after read- 
ing this book one becins to un- 
dersiand why. 

Very interesting are the ecenes 
from circus life as it used to be 
when Texas was still a frontier

“It was a region where feuds were common and 
parties to one usually considered the coming of the cir- 
cus a good time to ‘look for their man.’ The planters 
were a tough set; especially if they had been drink- 
ing. I used to be bothered a lot by their going in 
back of the cages to drink and treat one another. Al- 
most without exception they carried a big bottle of 
whisky ‘on their hip,’ and’ each one thought his par- 
ticular brand was the best. 

“*Mine’s best. You try mine and I'll try yourn,’ 
| used to hear them say, and when the fires of friend- 
ship began to glow: 

“ “Bill, I'll stick ter yer! Ill stick ter yer’ No mat- 
ter whether ver right or wrong, J'll stick ter yer,’ and 
similar vows of alliance both offensive and defensive 
It was not unusual to clean up two or three bushels 
of whisky bottles behind the cages after the show.” 

In the Bayou Teche, the show pedple could not get 
any tea or coffee, only “orange-blossom tea,” and 
Conklin continues: 

“We tried the ‘orange-blossom tea,’ but found it bit- 
ter as gall. The people were no pleasanter than the 
tea, for in the evening they sat in the show and shot 
the lights out, explaining that they wanted to let the 
‘Yankee — ’ know thev were ‘after them,’ 
which might have been good fun enough for them, 
but was mighty uncomfortable for us. 

“It was on the same bayou that we were shot up 
one night. We had got everything on board and were 
just beginning to move out. ‘Pop’ Fitch sat under a 
light, counting up his receipts, when all of a sudden 
the light was shot out over his head. We all ducked 
onto the deck, and it was lucky we did, for another 
lot of bullets came singing across the boat, and there 
Was more or less shooting at us until we were out 
of range.” 

“During those first years of my experience on the 
road a circus had to be an efficient fighting unit,” 
continues the veteran showman elsewhere in his book. 
“Those were rougher days than now and a majority 
of the towns in which we showed were rough towns. 
While such places as Allentown, Scranton and Potts- 
town, in Pennsylvania, cities like Baitimore and the 
Canadian towns, were the worst, vet if was seldom that 
we went to a place in which there was not seme gang 
anxious to try its hand at ‘lickin’ the circus.’ 

“They always looked for a fight, they alwavs got it, 
and they alwavs got the worst of it. There was prac- 
tically no pélice protection, as we know it now. At 
most a marshal with d few constables, all very much 
impressed with their importance, very much flustered 
and excited and very useless> So it fell to the lot of 
the canvasmen to protect the show. 

“They were a husky lot, those fellows who put up 
and took down the tents and watched around them. 
Six-footers. mostly, broad-shouldered and heavy in
